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PREFACE. 


PRESENT  WORK  OF  THE  INSTITUTE 

The  publication  of  the  Twenty-seventh  Annual  Report  of  the 
Spring  Garden  Institute  has  been  delayed  that  the  committee  might 
have  time  to  add  to  it  a  corrected  copy  of  the  By-laws,  and  a  cor¬ 
rected  list  of  members  both  of  which  are  required  to  be  published 
annually. 

The  election  of  a  new  Board  of  Managers,  in  April  last,  has 
led  to  many  important  changes  in  the  Institute.  The  building  has 
been  put  in  a  perfect  state  of  repair,  the  Library  has  been  removed 
to  the  first  floor,  in  place  of  the  stores  fronting  on  Spring  Garden 
Street ;  the  Lecture  Hall  and  the  entrance  thereto  from  Broad 
Street,  have  been  greatly  improved,  and  the  third  floor  has  been 
fitted  up  for  the  use  of  pupils  in  the  Technical  Schools  established 
by  the  Institute.  Several  thousand  dollars  have  been  expended  in 
this  work,  a  part  of  which  has  already  been  collected  from  new  sub¬ 
scribers,  and  it  is  confidently  expected  that  what  may  }*et  be  needed 
will  be  furnished  by  the  members  and  friends  of  the  Institute  before 
the  close  of  the  year. 

In  making  the  alterations  to  the  building,  the  Board  necessari¬ 
ly  gave  up  the  revenue  derived  from  the  stores  on  Spring  Garden 
Street,  but  the  success  it  has  thus  far  achieved  warrants  it  in  believ¬ 
ing  that  the  increased  revenue  derived  from  new  members  will  more 
than  make  up  for  the  deficiency.  The  Spring  Garden  Institute  is 
not  and  cannot  be  a  money  making  institution.  Its  revenue  large 
or  small,  as  the  case  may  be,  should  be  annually  expended  in  pro¬ 
viding  instruction,  entertainment,  and  facilities  for  self-culture  for 
the  youth  of  the  neighborhood,  and  the  present  Board  desires  to 
increase  both  the  receipts  and  the  expenses  of  the  Institution,  but 
to  keep  them  as  nearly  as  possible  fairly  balanced.  It  is  to  be  noted 
that  the  large  expenditure  made  necessary  this  year  will  put  the 
building  in  complete  order,  so  that  hereafter  it  will  require  but  a 
small  sum  annually  to  keep  it  in  repair,  and  to  extend  as  occasion 
may  demand,  the  capacity  of  its  schools  for  teaching  mechanical, 
architectural  and  free  hand  drawing.  The  Library  has  been  great¬ 
ly  improved,  and  the  reading  room  is  now  supplied  with  the  best 
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publications  of  current  literature,  so  that  the  friends  of  the  Insti¬ 
tute  can  confidently  recommend  it  to  all  who  desire  to  use  it,  or  are 
willing  to  help  provide  for  the  instruction  and  entertainment  of 
young  men  and  women,  compelled  to  work  during  the  day  for  their 
livelihood. 

For  the  present,  only  two  of  the  three  stores  on  Spring  Garden 
street  are  used  by  the  Institute.  When  the  term  for  which  the 
middle  store  is  leased  (the  spring  of  1879)  has  expired,  the  parti¬ 
tions  separating  the  stores  will  be  removed,  and  a  large  Library  and 
Reading  Room  on  the  first  floor  secured.  For  the  present,  the  book 
cases,  reading  tables,  &c.,  are  arranged  in  a  room  much  too  small 
for  them. 

It  will  be  noticed,  that  the  report  of  the  former  Board  of  Mana¬ 
gers  speaks  of  the  night  schools,  established  for  the  instruction  of 
boys  in  the  common  branches  of  education,  as  a  necessity.  The 
present  Board  does  not  so  regard  them,  as  since  they  were  opened 
in  this  hall,  the  city  has  undertaken  to  give  precisely  this  kind  of 
instruction  to  all  who  apply,  and  the  Public  Schools  offer  better 
opportunities  to  the  pupils  than  the  Institute  can  possibly  supply. 
In  place  of  those  night  schools,  the  present  Board  has  established 
schools  to  give  primary  instruction  in  mechanical,  architectural  and 
free  hand  drawing.  In  this  field  the  Institute  is  without  a  rival, 
since  neither  the  public  schools  nor  the  Pennsylvania  Museum  and 
School  of  Industrial  Art,  undertake  to  teach  at  night,  pupils  who 
do  not  know  how  to  draw.  Of  the  necessity  of  more  or  less  art 
education  for  all  workers  in  mechanical  occupations,  there  is  no 
question ;  and  as  long  as  there  is  a  demand  for  schools  where  such 
instruction  is  given  after  working  hours,  the  Institute  intends  to  do 
its  share  in  supplying  that  demand. 

The  committee  on  publication,  have  deemed  it  proper  to  call  your 
attention  to  what  has  been  done  since  the  first  of  April,  and  what 
is  about  to  be  done,  because,  the  publication  of  the  annual  report 
at  this  time  without  such  a  statement,  might  have  a  tendency  to  in¬ 
terfere  with  the  present  work  of  the  Institution,  which  has  grown 
young  again  in  enterprise  and  good  works  since  the  close  of  the 
year,  for  which  reports  are  made.

Twenty-Seventh  Annual  Report  of  the 
Board  of  Managers. 

The  Board  of  Managers  in  presenting  this  report  of 
the  operations  of  the  Institute  during  the  past  year,  is 
gratified  to  note  the  steady  increase  of  interest  manifested 
by  our  Members  and  Stockholders  in  the  success  of  its 
various  branches. 

Especially  are  we  pleased  to  call  your  attention  to 
the  increased  use  of  the  Beading  Boom  and  number  of 
books  loaned  over  that  of  previous  years.  The  increase 
of  readers  above  those  of  last  year  was  600,  and  of  books 
loaned  upwards  ot  1,100. 

On  account  of  the  lack  of  sufficient  funds  no  pur¬ 
chases  of  new  books  have  been  made  during  the  past 
year  by  the  Committee  on  Library. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  if  our  members  and 
friends  would  present  to  the  Library  Committee  such 
books  as  they  may  have  purchased  and  read  and  no 
longer  use,  the  attractions  of  our  Librarj^  and  Institute 
would  be  greatly  enhanced,  and  each  contributor  would 
be  benefitted,  as  by  such  means  many  books  would  be 
added  to  our  stock  that  the  Committee  would  otherwise 
be  unable  to  procure,  thereby  effecting  a  desirable  ex¬ 
change  of  pleasure  and  instruction  among  the  habitues 
of  the  Beading  Boom. 

The  Board  of  Managers  earnestly  solicit  the  co¬ 
operation  of  members  and  friends  in  increasing  the  at¬ 
tractions  of  the  Institute  and  in  extending  its  benefits  to 
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the  young  men  and  boys  of  Philadelphia,  so  that  the  end 
for  which  it  was  incorporated  may  be  fully  attained. 

The  advantages  derived  by  the  scholars  in  attend¬ 
ance  at  the  night  school  are  being  greatly  appreciated, 
and  its  continuance  has  become  a  matter  of  necessity  to 
those  who  otherwise  have  no  means  of  obtaining  instruc¬ 
tion  in  the  common  branches  of  education. 

This  branch  of  the  Institute  is  deserving  of  more 
attention  and  substantial  aid,  than  it  has  hitherto  been 
receiving  from  our  members. 

The  Lectures  of  the  past  season  were  especially  at¬ 
tractive,  and  your  attention  is  invited  to  the  interesting 
Report  of  the  Committee  on  Lectures. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Property  shows  an 
increase  in  the  income  over  that  of  last  year. 

The  Report  of  the  Library  Committee,  gives  a  state¬ 
ment  in  detail  of  the  operations  of  that  branch  of  the 
Institute.

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APPENDIX  B.— NIGHT  SCHOOLS. 


The  report  of  Andrew  MacFarlane,  teacher,  presents  the  follow¬ 
ing  : 

During  this  winter,  there  have  been  registered  one  hundred 
and  ninety-six  pupils.  Of  the  number,  fifty-one  came  less  than  a 
week  at  the  opening  of  the  session,  and  leaving  then,  did  not  return. 
This  leaves  one  hundred  and  forty-five  who  have  been  in  regular 
attendance.  The  largest  attendance  was  the  first  week,  when  we 
had  over  one  hundred  every  night,  the  lowest  number  in  attendance 
was  the  last  week  of  the  session,  closing  March  8th,  the  nightly 
attendance  being  but  three.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  TREASURER  OF  THE  SPRING  GARDEN  INSTITUTE,  4th  mo.  11, 1878. 

The  Spring  Garden  Institute,  in  account  with  John  ,  Lytle,  Treasurer, 
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ACT  OF  INCORPORATION. 


Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa¬ 
tives  of  the  Commomvealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met ,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same ,  That  the 
persons  who  are  now,  or  may  hereafter  become  members  of  “  The 
Spring  Garden  Institute,”  in  the  county  of  Philadelphia,  according 
to  the  Constitution  thereof,  are  hereby  created  a  body  politic  and 
corporate,  in  deed  and  in  law,  and,  by  the  name  of  “  The  Spring 
Garden  Institute,”  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  be  able  to 
sue  and  be  sued,  implead  and  be  impleaded,  in  any  court  of  law  or 
elsewhere ;  and  shall  be  able  to  receive,  take,  have,  hold  and  enjoy, 
to  them  and  their  successors,  for  the  use  of  the  said  Institute,  any 
estate  in  lands,  messuages,  tenements,  and  hereditaments,  goods, 
chattels,  money,  or  effects,  of  what  nature  soever,  by  gift,  grant, 
bargain,  sale,  assurance,  devise  or  bequest,  from  any  body  corpo¬ 
rate,  or  persons  whatsoever ;  and  the  same,  or  any  part  thereof,  to 
sell  or  dispose  of  at  pleasure,  and  to  make,  have,  and  use  a  common 
seal,  and  to  break,  alter,  and  renew  the  same  at  pleasure,  and  gen¬ 
erally  to  do  all  and  every  other  matter  or  thing,  which  any  corpo¬ 
ration,  or  body  politic,  lawfully  may  or  can  do,  to  carry  into  effect 
the  object  and  purpose  set  forth  in  the  Constitution,  hereinafter 
contained  :  Provided ,  That  the  clear  yearly  income  or  profits,  of 
the  estate  had  and  enjoyed  by  the  said  Institute,  shall  not  exceed 
the  sum  of  four  thousand  dollars :  And  provided  f  urther ,  That 
nothing  herein  contained,  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  give  said  cor¬ 
poration  banking  privileges. 

Sec.  2.  The  first,  third,  fourth,  fifth,  sixth,  seventh,  eighth, 
and  ninth  articles  of  the  Constitution  of  “  The  Spring  Garden 
Institute,”  which  are  inserted  in  this  section,  shall  be  deemed  and 
taken  as  a  part  of  this  act,  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  and  the 
second  article  thereof  shall  be,  and  remain,  subject  to  such  altera¬ 
tions  and  amendments,  from  time  to  time,  touching  the  amount 
required  to  constitute  membership,  as  may  be  deemed  expedient  bjT 
a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  at  any  annual  or 
special  meeting  of  the  Institute :  Provided ,  That  notice  of  the  pro¬ 
posed  alterations  or  amendments  be  given,  by  posting  the  same  in 
the  reading-room  for  one  month  previous  to  the  meeting. 
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CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE  I 
NAME  AND  OBJECT. 

The  name  of  this  Association  shall  be  the  “  Spring  Garden  In¬ 
stitute;”  its  primary  object  the  promotion  of  the  moral  and  intel¬ 
lectual  improvement  of  young  persons. 


ARTICLE  II. 
membership. 

Sec.  1.  Any  person  over  fifteen  years  of  age,  if  approved  by 
the  Board  of  Management,  who  shall  pay  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Company  ten  dollars ,  shall  be  a  stockholder,  and  entitled  to  one 
share  of  the  stock  of  the  Institute. 

Sec.  2.  Every  stockholder  shall  be  furnished  with  a  certificate 
of  each  share  of  stock  owned  by  him  under  the  seal  of  the  Institute, 
attested  by  the  signature  of  the  President  and  Treasurer. 

Sec.  3.  Each  share  of  stock  shall  be  subject  to  an  annual  tax 
of  two  dollars,  payable  in  advance  at  the  Library,  on  the  first  day 
of  January  in  each  and  every  year. 

Sec.  4.  The  stock  of  the  Institute  shall  be  transferable  with 
the  consent  of  the  Board  of  Management,  on  surrender  of  the 
original  certificate,  and  the  payment  of  a  transfer  fee  of  fifty  cents, 
and  of  all  taxes  and  fines. 

Sec.  5.  If  the  tax  on  any  share  of  stock  shall  remain  unpaid 
for  twelve  months,  it  shall  be  increased  twenty-five  per  cent.;  and  if 
not  paid  within  two  years  said  share  shall  be  liable  to  be  sold  at 
public  sale  by  this  Institute,  the  proceeds  thereof,  after  deducting 
expenses,  taxes,  fines,  &c.,  shall  be  paid  to  the  former  holder. 

Sec.  6.  Any  person  over  fifteen  years  of  age,  if  approved  by 
the  Board,  who  shall  pay  to  the  Treasurer  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars 
at  one  time,  shall  be  a  stockholder  in  perpetuo ,  free  of  further 
charge.  The  stock  of  such  members  shall  be  transferable  with 
consent  of  the  Board,  and  convertible  into  seven  shares  of  common 
stock,  subject  to  like  payments  and  regulations  as  other  stock. 
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Sec.  1.  Any  person  over  fifteen  years  of  age,  if  approved  by 
the  Board,  who  shall  pay  to  the  Treasurer  the  sum  of  thirty  dollars 
at  one  time,  shall  be  a  stockholder  for  life ,  free  of  further  charge. 
This  membership  shall  not  be  transferable,  but  may  be  converted, 
with  consent  of  the  Board,  into  four  shai'es  of  common  stock,  sub¬ 
ject  to  like  payments  and  regulations  as  other  stock. 

Sec.  8.  No  person  shall  be  deemed  to  have  acquired,  or  per¬ 
mitted  to  exercise  any  rights  or  privileges  of  membership,  until  he 
has  signed  the  Constitution,  and  an  obligation  to  conform  to  and 
abide  by  all  the  rules  and  regulations  lawfully  enacted  by  the  In¬ 
stitute. 

ARTICLE  III. 

OFFICERS. 

The  officers  shall  be,  a  President,  Yice-President,  Treasurer, 
Secretary,  and  twenty-four  Managers,  who,  together,  shall  constitute 
a  Board  for  the  transaction  of  business,  and  shall  report  annually 
their  proceedings  to  the  Institute. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

MEETINGS. 

The  Institute  shall  hold  a  stated  meeting  on  the  second  Thurs¬ 
day  in  April,  in  each  and  every  year,  when  the  annual  report  of 
the  Board  of  Managers  shall  be  read,  and  the  Officers  and  Managers 
for  the  ensuing  year  shall  be  elected  by  ballot ;  but  no  members 
whose  subscriptions  are  unpaid  shall  be  entitled  to  a  vote,  or  be 
eligible  as  officers  or  managers  of  the  Institute.  Special  meetings 
shall  be  called  by  the  President  or  Yice-President,  whenever  re¬ 
quested  by  fifteen  of  the  members,  of  which  meetings  at  least  three 
days’  public  notice  shall  be  given,  in  one  or  more  newspapers  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  City  or  County  of  Philadelphia,  and  by  posting  in  the 
Library. 


ARTICLE  V. 

PRESIDENT. 

The  President,  or  in  his  absence,  the  Yice-President,  or  in  the 
absence,  of  both,  a  Chairman  pro  tern,  shall  preside  at  all  meet¬ 
ings  of  the  Institute  and  of  its  Board  of  Managers ;  shall  pre¬ 
serve  order,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  appertain  to  his 
office. 
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ARTICLE  VI 
TREASURER. 

The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  hold  all  moneys  belonging  to, 
or  paid  into  the  Institute  ;  shall  keep  a  correct  account  of  the  re¬ 
ceipts  and  disbursements  ;  exhibit  a  statement  of  its  funds  annually, 
and  oftener  if  required  by  the  Board  of  Managers.  He  shall  make 
no  payments  except  on  the  order  of  the  Managers,  signed  by  the 
President  and  Secretary ;  and,  whenever  required  by  the  Board, 
shall  enter  into  an  approved  bond  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
his  trust. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

SECRETARY. 

The  Secretary  shall  keep  fair  and  correct  minutes  of  the  pro¬ 
ceedings  of  all  meetings  of  the  Institute,  and  its  Board  of  Managers; 
preserve  all  papers  and  documents  belonging  thereto  in  his  posses¬ 
sion  ;  give  notice  of  meetings,  and  perform  all  other  duties  required 
by  his  office. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

MANAGERS. 

The  Board  of  Officers  and  Managers,  seven  of  whom  shall  con¬ 
stitute  a  quorum,  shall  hold  stated  meetings  monthly ;  shall  make 
their  own  By-laws,  supply  vacancies  in  their  body,  keep  regular 
minutes  of  their  proceedings,  which  shall  be  open  at  all  times  to 
the  inspection  of  the  members  of  the  Institute ;  shall  establish  a 
Library  and  Free  Reading  Room ;  appoint  a  Librarian,  purchase 
and  receive  such  books,  periodicals,  and  papers  for  the  Library  as 
they  may  think  proper ;  provide  for  suitable  lectures,  and  have 
power  to  devise  and  execute  all  measures,  which  in  their  judgment, 
will  advance  the  interests  of  the  Institution,  and  carry  out  efficiently 
the  objects  of  its  organization,  not  inconsistent  with  this  Constitu¬ 
tion.  They  shall  also  hold  their  offices  until  their  successors  shall 
have  been  elected. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

LIBRARY. 

The  books,  periodicals,  and  papers  belonging  to  the  Library 
and  Reading-Room,  may  be  loaned  at  the  discretion  of  the  Managers 
to  the  members  of  the  Institute,  and  to  such  young  persons  as  shall 
furnish  satisfactory  security  for  the  payment  of  fines  in  default  of 
punctual  return  of  the  volumes,  and  for  any  loss  or  injury  that  may 
be  sustained  in  the  book  or  books  loaned.  The  Reading-Room  shall

be  kept  open  at  such  times,  and  under  such  regulations  as  the  Man¬ 
agers  may  designate,  for  the  free  use  of  young  persons,  and  the 
members  of  the  Institute. 


ARTICLE  X. 

AMENDMENTS. 

This  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any  Annual  or 
Special  Meeting,  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present : 
provided ,  that  public  notice  of  the  intended  alterations  be  given  by 
posting  the  same  in  the  Reading-Room  for  one  month  previous  to 
the  Meeting. 

Sec.  3.  The  Officers  and  Managers  of  “  The  Spring  Garden 
Institute,”  now  acting,  viz:  John  M.  Ogden,  President;  John  Bou- 
vier,  Yice-President ;  Philip  M.  Price,  Treasurer;  John  W.  Dixon, 
Secretary;  and  William  B.  Thomas,  Adam  Diller,  Henry  Budd_ 
John  G.  Moore,  Alve  E.  Laing,  S.  Harvey  Thomas,  Hiram  Ayres, 
William  R.  Stockton,  Wilson  Jewell,  William  P.  Jenks,  William  H. 
Schreiner,  Isaac  C.  Price,  William  Curry,  Joseph  Plankinton,  John 
Simmons,  James  D.  Wetham,  Henry  F.  Leib,  James  Steele,  William 
Vanderveer,  William  Nicholson,  James  R.  Garrigues,  John  Baird, 
John  B.  Green,  and  Hiram  Miller,  shall  be  the  Board  of  Managers 
of  the  Institute,  hereby  incorporated,  until  the  stated  annual  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  Institute,  as  provided  in  the  fourth  article  of  the  Consti¬ 
tution.

BY-LAWS. 


ARTICLE  I. 

BOARD  OF  MANAGEMENT. 

Section  1.  Any  Stockholder,  or  Life  Member  above  the  age 
of  twenty-one  years,  if  a  resident  of  the  city,  shall  be  eligible  to 
membership  in  the  Board  of  Management;  but  if  any  member  shall 
remove  from  the  city,  or  absent  himself  from  the  meetings  of  the 
Board  for  three  consecutive  months,  without  good  cause,  he  shall  be 
considered  as  having  resigned,  and  the  vacancy  shall  be  as  soon 
as  possible  filled  by  the  remaining  members  of  the  Board,  by  election. 

Sec.  2.  No  member  shall  be  eligible  for  election,  as  an  officer 
or  manager,  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  stockholders  who  shall 
not  have  been  publicly  nominated  for  the  office  at  the  stated  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  Board  next  preceding  the  annual  meeting,  such  nomina¬ 
tions  to  be  presented  to  the  Secretary  in  writing  and  entered  on  the 
minutes. 

Sec.  3.  The  members  elect  of  the  Board  of  Management  shall 
meet  on  the  first  Monday  evening  after  the  election,  for  the  purpose 
of  organization  and  the  transaction  of  business. 

Sec.  4.  The  stated  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  shall 
be  held  on  the  second  Monday  evening  in  each  and  every  month,  at 
o’clock  in  September,  October,  November,  December,  January, 
February,  and  March  ;  and  at  8  o’clock  in  April,  May,  June,  July, 
and  August. 

Sec.  5.  Special  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be  called  by  the 
Secretary,  at  the  written  request  of  the  President,  or  of  five  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Board,  notices  of  which  shall  be  issued  at  least  twenty- 
four  hours  before  the  time  of  meeting. 

Sec.  6.  The  Board  of  Management  shall  have  control  of  all 
the  affairs  and  property  of  the  Institute,  and,  generally,  shall  do  and 
perform  all  acts  necessary  and  proper  for  carrying  out  the  objects 
and  intentions  of  the  Institute. 

Sec.  7.  They  shall  adopt  rules  for  the  government  of  the 
Library,  and  have  the  power  to  forfeit  the  share,  and  expel  a  mem¬ 
ber  or  subscriber  for  violation  of  said  rules,  or  these  By-Laws,  and 
for  improper  conduct. 
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Sec.  8.  The  Board  of  Management  shall  grant  to  each  life 
member,  stockholder,  and  annual  subscriber,  three  extra  tickets,  for 
every  share  of  stock  or  subscription,  to  be  called  “  Tickets  of  Ad¬ 
mission,”  which  shall  be  good  for  one  year  from  the  time  they  are 
issued.  These  may  be  given  to  minors  over  twelve  years  of  age  or 
others,  admitting  them  to  the  use  of  the  Library  and  Reading- 
Rooms.  These  tickets  to  be  signed  by  such  life  member,  stock¬ 
holder,  or  subscriber  ;  and  the  holder  thereof,  to  be  amenable  to  the 
rules  and  regulations  of  the  Library. 

Sec.  9.  At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Institute,  they  shall  lay 
before  the  stockholders  a  report  of  their  proceedings  for  the  year 
past,  with  a  statement  of  the  condition  and  prospects  of  the  Insti¬ 
tution  ;  and  they  shall  publish,  annually,  a  printed  list  of  the  names 
of  the  stockholders  and  subscribers,  to  be  appended  to  the  above 
report. 


ARTICLE  II. 

SUBSCRIBERS. 

Any  person,  upon  the  payment  of  three  dollars  annually,  in 
advance,  will  be  admitted  to  the  use  of  the  Library,  Reading-Room, 
and  all  other  privileges  that  Stockholders  are  at  present  entitled  to, 
excepting  that  they  will  not  be  classed  as  members,  will  not  be  en¬ 
titled  to  vote  at  meetings  of  the  Institute,  or  be  eligible  to  election 
in  the  Board  of  Management. 

Sec.  2.  Minors  upon  the  payment  of  two  dollars  annually,  in 
advance,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  privileges  that  stockholders  are  at 
present  entitled  to,  and  to  membership  in  the  technical  classes  but 
shall  not  be  privileged  to  vote  at  the  meetings  of  the  Institute  or 
be  eligible  to  election  in  the  Board  of  Management. 


ARTICLE  III. 
free  use  of  library. 

Minors  over  twelve  years  of  age,  desiring  the  use  of  the  Library 
or  Reading-Room  as  referred  to  in  Article  IX  of  the  Constitution, 
shall  make  application  to  the  Library  Committee,  a  majority  of 
whom  shall  be  necessary  to  grant  such  privilege,  which  in  no  case 
shall  continue  for  more  than  one  year  without  renewal,  and  shall  be 
forfeited  for  disorderly  behaviour,  or  non-compliance  with  the  rules 
of  the  Library. 
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ARTICLE  IV. 

ORDER  OF  BUSINESS. 

1.  The  Secretary  shall  call  the  Roll  and  note  the  members 

present. 

2.  The  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  read  and  approved,  if 

correct. 

3.  Report  of  the  Treasurer. 

4.  Communications  read  and  acted  upon. 

5.  Reports  of  Committees. 

6.  Unfinished  business. 

New  business. 


ARTICLE  V. 

Sec.  1.  The  President  shall,  in  addition  to  the  duties  pre¬ 
scribed  by  the  Constitution,  appoint  all  Standing  Committees  pro¬ 
vided  for  in  these  By-Laws,  and  all  other  committees  not  otherwise 
directed  by  the  Board. 

Sec.  2.  The  Yice-President  shall  act  in  the  absence  of  the 
President. 

Sec.  3.  The  Secretary  shall  give  at  least  three  days’  notice  in 
two  daily  newspapers  published  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia  and  by 
posting  in  the  Library,  of  all  meetings  of  the  Institute.  He  shall 
notify  all  Managers  of  their  election  within  forty-eight  hours  there¬ 
after.  He  shall  give  at  least  twenty-four  hours’  written  or  printed 
notice  to  the  Managers,  of  all  meetings  of  the  Boards,  and  deliver 
to  his  successor  in  office  all  books,  papers,  and  other  property, 
belonging  to  the  Institute,  in  his  possession. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

OF  LIBRARIAN. 

Sec.  I.  So  soon  as  practicable  after  the  adoption  of  these 
By-Laws,  and  thereafter  at  the  first  stated  meeting  of  the  Board 
subsequent  to  the  annual  election  for  officers  and  managers,  the 
Board  shall  fix  the  salary  and  elect  b}^  ballot  a  person  for  Librarian 
for  the  ensuing  year,  subject  to  removal  by  a  vote  of  the  majority 
of  the  Board. 

Sec.  2.  The  Librarian  shall  have  charge  of  the  Library,  Read¬ 
ing  Room,  and  Chess  Room,  under  the  direction  of  the  appropriate 
committees,  subject  to  the  rules  and  regulations  which  may  be 
adopted  by  said  committees,  and  approved  by  the  Board.  He  shall 
also  enforce  said  rules  upon  others,  and  pay  over  to  the  Treasurer, 
monthty,  all  moneys  received  by  him  for  the  Institute. 
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ARTICLE  VII. 


Sec.  1.  At  the  first  meeting  subsequent  to  the  election  of 
officers  and  managers,  the  following  Standing  Committees  shall  be 
appointed :

Sec.  2.  The  Committee  oil  Library  and  Reading  Room  shall 
report  monthly  to  the  Board  a  list  of  all  books,  periodicals,  papers, 
fui'niture,  and  apparatus,  with  the  probable  cost  of  each,  which  in 
their  judgment  may  be  requisite  for  the  use  of  the  Institute,  and 
purchase  such  as  may  be  authorized  bj7  the  Board.  They  shall  see 
that  the  Librarian  performs  his  duties,  and  report  rules  and  regu¬ 
lations  for  the  government  of  the  Library  and  Reading-Room,  for 
the  approval  of  the  Board. 

Sec.  3.  The  Committee  on  Property  shall  have  the  general 
supervision  of  the  building,  and  keep  the  same  in  repair ;  they 
shall  rent  the  Lecture  Room  and  such  other  portions  of  the  build¬ 
ing  as  the  Board  maj7  direct  when  not  required  for  the  use  of  the 
Institute. 


Sec.  4.  The  Committee  on  Accounts  shall  audit  all  bills,  and 
report  the  same  to  the  Board  for  its  action,  and  shall  examine  and 
report  on  the  Treasurer’s  accounts  at  the  last  stated  meeting  of  the 
Board  previous  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Institute. 

Sec.  5.  The  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Finance  shall  be  to 
attend  to  the  sale  of  stock,  to  solicit  subscriptions,  contributions, 
and  donations,  in  aid  of  the  funds  and  objects  of  the  Institute,  and 
when  authorized  by  the  Board,  to  employ  proper  persons  for  that 
purpose,  and  to  have  the  supervision  and  direction  of  the  same ; 
they  shall  also  take  charge  of,  and  attend  to,  such  others  matters 
relating  to  the  finances  of  the  Institute,  as  the  Board  shall  from 
time  to  time  direct. 

Sec.  6.  The  Committee  on  Lectures  shall  make  provision  for 
such  lectures,  exhibitions,  and  literary  entertainments,  as  they  may 
deem  expedient. 
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Sec.  7.  The  Committee  on  Schools  of  Design,  Drawing  and 
Night  School  shall  make  arrangements  for  opening  and  continuing 
these  during  the  proper  season,  in  the  building  and  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Institute,  and  shall,  by  all  proper  means,  encourage 
and  promote  this  important  feature  of  its  objects  and  purposes. 

Sec.  8.  The  Committee  on  Minerals  shall  arrange  the  mineral 
productions,  specimens,  and  curiosities,  belonging  to  the  Institute 
or  placed  therein,  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  most  convenient  for 
exhibition  and  examination,  and  shall  have  the  care  and  direction 
of  the  same. 

Sec.  9.  No  member  of  the  Board  shall  speak  more  than  twice, 
nor  more  than  ten  minutes  at  one  time,  on  any  question  of  business, 
without  permission  of  the  Board. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

AMENDMENTS. 

No  part  of  these  By-Laws  shall  be  altered,  amended,  or  dis¬ 
pensed  with,  but  at  a  stated  meeting,  when  the  consent  of  two-thirds 
of  the  members  present  shall  be  necessary  ;  and  provided  a  propo¬ 
sition  to  that  effect  shall  have  been  submitted  in  writing  at  a  pre¬ 
vious  stated  meeting,  and  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  members  then 
present. 

A  temporary  suspension  of  any  By-Law  may  be  made  by  a  vote 
of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  in  favor  thereof,  at  any  meet¬ 
ing,  to  continue  no  longer  than  shall  be  necessary  for  the  transaction 
of  the  business  for  which  it  was  made. 


RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 


FOR  THE  GOVERNMENT  OF  THE 
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ARTICLE  I. 

The  Library  and  Reading-Rooms  shall  be  opened  daily,  except¬ 
ing  Sunday,  New  Year’s  Day,  Fourth  of  July,  Thanksgiving  Day 
and  Christmas,  from  10  o’clock  A.  M.,  until  10  o’clock  P.  M. 

ARTICLE  II. 

No  one  shall  be  allowed  to  take  out  a  book  more  than  once 
after  the  presentation  of  the  bill  for  taxes,  if  said  taxes  remain  un¬ 
paid,  nor  if  any  fine  charged  against  him  shall  be  one  month  unpaid. 

No  one  shall  be  permitted  to  use  the  Library  or  Reading- 
Room,  until  he  has  signed  an  obligation  to  conform  to  the  rules  of 
the  Institute. 

ARTICLE  III. 

No  person  purchasing  a  share  of  stock  (except  directly  from 
the  Institute)  shall  be  admitted  to  the  privileges  thereof,  until  he  or 
she  shall  have  presented  the  certificate  of  said  share  for  transfer. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  Librarian  may  loan  on  each  share  or  subscription,  one 
volume  of  octavo  or  larger  size,  or  two  volumes  of  duodecimo  or 
smaller  size  ;  provided,  that  when  two  volumes  are  taken  out,  they 
shall  be  taken  out  at  the  same  time ;  and  provided,  that  no  volume 
of  a  continuous  work  shall  be  given  out  with  the  whole  or  a  part  of 
another  work. 

Extra  volumes  may  be  taken,  on  payment  in  advance  of  ten 
cents  per  week  for  each  volume. 

New  books  may  be  kept  from  the  Library  one  week  only ;  other 
books  may  be  kept  two  weeks. 
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ARTICLE  V. 

Any  person  who  shall  retain  any  book  from  the  Library  beyond 
the  period  specified  in  the  preceding  article,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to 
the  Librarian,  for  the  use  of  the  Institute,  ten  cents  per  volume  for 
each  week  or  fraction  of  a  week  of  such  detention,  and  if  not  re¬ 
turned  within  two  weeks  after  he  shall  have  been  notified  by  the 
Librarian  of  his  neglect,  the  Library  Committee  majr  replace  the 
volume  detained,  and  charge  the  cost  thereof  against  the  delinquent 
or  his  security  ;  and  if  the  book  lost  or  injured  be  one  of  a  set,  he 
shall  replace  the  full  set,  and  thereupon  may  receive  the  odd  volumes 
as  his  property. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

New  books  are  not  in  any  case  subject  to  renewal ;  other  books 
may  be  renewed  once  only,  provided  they  have  not  been  kept  out 
more  than  two  weeks. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

All  books  added  to  the  Library  shall  at  first  be  labelled  as 
“  New  Books,”  and  be  retained  on  the  shelves  for  the  inspection  of 
members  for  one  week ;  after  that,  and  until  the  expiration  of  two 
months,  they  may  be  loaned  for  one  week  only.  But  the  Librarian 
may  direct  that  books  for  which  there  is  a  very  pressing  demand, 
shall  be  considered  “New  Books”  for  a  period  not  exceeding  six 
months. 

New  books,  when  first  issued,  shall  be  given  out  on  Saturday, 
and  those  for  which  a  written  application  shall  have  been  made, 
shall  be  assigned  by  lot  to  the  applicants,  and  reserved  for  them 
during  that  day.  No  application  for  more  than  one  book,  by  one 
member  or  subscriber,  shall  be  entertained.  Books  drawn  and  not 
called  for  on  Saturday,  will  be  restored  to  the  shelves. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

Unbound  periodicals,  pamphlets,  or  books  designated  by  the 
Board  of  Managers  as  works  of  reference,  shall  not  be  taken  from 
the  Library  without  special  permission  of  the  Library  Committee, 
and  leaving  with  the  Librarian  a  deposit  in  money ;  the  amount  to 
be  determined  by  said  Committee. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

Any  member,  subscriber,  or  other  person  who  shall  take  any 
book  from  the  Library,  without  having  it  charged  in  the  Register, 
shall  forfeit  his  share  and  his  right  to  the  use  of  the  Library. 
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article:  x. 

Conversation  will  not  be  allowed,  except  in  a  low  whisper. 
ARTICLE  XI. 

No  person  shall  be  permitted  to  smoke  in  the  Rooms  or  spit 
on  the  floors. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

Members  or  others  are  forbidden  to  place  their  feet  on  the 
chairs,  or  against  the  book-cases  or  windows,  or  in  any  way  deface 
the  rooms  or  furniture. 


DUTIES  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN. 


1.  The  Librarian  shall  have  the  custody  and  general  supervi¬ 
sion  of  the  property  in  the  Library  Rooms,  and  the  administration 
of  the  affairs  of  the  Library,  subject  to  the  directions  of  the  Library 
Committee. 

2.  He  shall  make  an  exact  record  of  all  books,  pamphlets, 
maps,  &c.  received  into  the  Library  and  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Library  Committee. 

3.  He  shall  stamp,  classify,  and  number  the  books,  and  have 
them  at  all  times  properly  arranged  for  use,  and  also  keep  a  full  and 
accurate  catalogue  for  the  use  of  the  members. 

4.  He  shall  keep  a  record,  in  a  book  appropriated  for  that  use, 
of  all  books,  pamphlets,  maps,  &c.,  presented  to  the  Library,  with 
the  names  of  the  donors,  make  suitable  acknowledgments  of  all 
such  donations,  and  report  the  same  to  the  Board. 

5.  He  shall  keep  an  accurate  account  of  all  books  loaned  to 
members  or  others,  noting  the  date  of  delivery  and  return,  and  the 
fines  which  may  be  incurred. 

6.  He  shall  collect  all  fines  incurred  for  undue  detention  or  in¬ 
jury  of  books  or  papers,  and  account  for  the  same  to  the  Library 
Committee  monthly. 

T.  He  shall  report  to  the  Library  Committee  the  names  of  all 
persons  who  may  refuse  to  pay  fines  incurred  by  them,  or  who  gross¬ 
ly  or  persistently  violate  any  of  the  rules  prescribed  by  the  Board. 

8.  He  shall  examine  the  account  of  each  member  as  often  as 
once  in  three  months,  to  ascertain  what  books  have  not  been  return¬ 
ed  as  required,  and  shall  cause  these  to  be  procured. 

9.  He  shall  be  authorized  to  receive  payment  of  all  dues  ac¬ 
cruing  on  Stock,  shall  keep  a  correct  list,  in  separate  books  provid¬ 
ed  for  the  purpose,  of  the  names  of  the  Shareholders  and  Subscrib¬ 
ers,  and  make  an  accurate  monthly  record  of  all  payments  to  the 
Library  Committee.  His  books  shall  at  all  times  be  subject  to  the 
inspection  of  the  Treasurer,  or  members  of  the  Board. 

10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Librarian  to  see  that  the  janitor 
keeps  the  rooms  clean,  well  ventilated,  and  in  good  order. 

11.  He  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  the  Boai’d  may, 
from  time  to  time,  direct.
